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Let's leave Earth forawhile and take an 
imaginary trip to some other parts of our 
solar system. We can start with the smaller 
planets. Judging from present scientific 
beliefs, we would encounter some worlds far 
different from our own... 

Our spaceship speeds toward Mercury, 
the planet closest to the sun. It is also the 
smallest planet, having a diameter less than 
half of earth’s, Ithas no moon. ~ 


Mercury has the same side always facing 


the sun. On this dayside, it is terrifically hot, 
for the surface receives ten times more heat 
than Earth does. The nightside of Mercury 
is dark and frozen. 

A twilight belt, about 200 miles wide, 
exists between the night and day’sides, 
where temperatures aré less extreme. Land- 
ing there, we find Mercury has little, if any, 
atmosphere, Looking toward the sunlit side, 
we need goggles to cut down the brilliant 
glare of the sun’s corona. The sun itself 
appears three times larger and brighter than 
from Earth. 

Because there is little air on Mercury, the 
sky is black and there is no weather — no 
wind, no rain, no clouds. The gravity, three- 
tenths that of Earth, makes us feel light and 
aids in an easy take-off. 


' Leaving Mercury behind, our spaceship. 
travels away from the sun toward Venus, our 
neighboring planet. From Earth, Venus is the 
brightest of the planets, because of its thick 
cloud cover which reflects. sunlight. We. find 
that these clouds, seen from below, look dark 
gray. 

Because Venus is Asa to the sun: than. 
Earth is, surface temperatures are much 
hotter, though not as extreme as on Mercury. 
The atmosphere contains an abundance of 
carbon dioxide, so we cannot breathe it. 
Since Venus is only/slightly smaller than the- 
Earth, there is not much difference in the pull 
of gravity. 

If we look through a rift in the clouds, we 


‘can see the earth shining in the Venusian 


sky, four times brighter than Venus shines 
for us at home. Venus has no moon, but the 
sun appears brighter and larger than it does 
from Earth. 

Our spaceship leaves Venus, and, travel- 
ing still away from the sun, we set our course 
for Mars, Passing Earth on the way, we ap- 
proach the “red planet,’ noticing its polar 
ice caps and generally orange color, 

Being farther away from the sun now,. we 
find temperatures on Mars considerably 
lower than on Earth, The average daytime 
temperature is a little above freezing, though: 
near the equator it climbs as high as 100° 
Fahrenheit. 

Because Martian gravity is only two-fifths 
that of Earth, we can leap about like super- 
men and carry tremendous loads easily. But 
we have to compensate for the low air pres- 
sure and lack of oxygen. 

Mars is a quiet world, the air too thin for 
violent storms. We find no seas or lakes, just 
a few ponds and marshes. More than half of 
Mars is coVered with reddish sand, flat and 


- mountainless, Other areas support simple 


plant life which changes color with me 
seasons. 

As we look into the deep violet of te 
Martian sky, we see the sun, small and-dim. 
We see the two tiny Martian moons. And, 
best of all, we see our Earth, a magnificent 
blue-green:star, shining brightly in the 
heavens. It beckons us back, to a world of 
relative comfort and life, a world suited to 
our needs — a ‘familiar world that we erate 
fully call home.
